AM TRADE (JCCT): CLOSING PLENARY 

1. SLWARY: THE CLOSING PLEJttfiY OF THE NINTH SESSION OF 
THE JCCT ENDED POSITIVELY WITH SECRETARY BROW AMI 
CHINESE MINISTER VU PRAISING THE SPIRIT Of COOPERATION 
0OWTRATE0 BY BOTH 5I0C5. HINISTER W CLAWED THAT THE 
HIGH LEVEL RECEPTION GIVEN TO SECRETARY 3ROWI DURING HIS 
VISIT TO BEIJING IS INDICATIVE OF THE CHINESE 
GOVEBWEITS DESIST TO IMPROVE RELATIONS KITH THE UNITED 
STATES. EN0S1WURY. 

2. CHINESE MIMISTIR OF FOREIGN TRADE AND ECC80WIC 
CQOFSRATIOff VU YI BEGAN THE CLOSING PLENARY SESSION BY 
STATING THAT SI6JUFICWT PROGRESS HAP BEEN ACHIEVED BY 
THE JCCT TO EXPAND U.S.-CHINA CO0PERATICB AND 
UNDERSTANDING. SHE COMMENTED THAT SHE APPRECIATED THE 
CONSTRUCTIVE PROPOSALS PUT FORVAffi BY THE U.S. SIDE. AND 
FOUSO THE EXCHANGE Of VIEW DURING JCCT HETIMGS TO BE 
USEFUL TO THE FUHTHER PROWTICfi CF BILATERAL TRADE. SHE 
INSTRUCTED WRUNG GROUP REPRESENTATIVES TO SUMMARIZE THE 
OUTCOMES OF THEIR GROUPS' DISCUSSIONS. 

3. CHINESE CO-CHAIR OF THE VORKIDG GROUP OS TRADE AND 
INVESTMENT. NAHG IHIOUAN. STATED THAT THE CHINESE HAD

DISCUSS AIR TRAFFIC C0KTR0L-3ELATED TRADE AND INVESTMENT 
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ISSUES. PROJECT FINANCING IN CHINA MAS ALSO DISCUSSED, 
AND IT MAS AGREED THAT THE U.S. EX 1KB AM WOULD DEVELOP 
AND PROMOTE PROJECTS INVOLVING POWER STATIONS, MEDICAL 
SUPPLIES, AND AIRPORT EQUIPMENT. U.S.-CHINA DIFFERENCES 
C* TRADE STATISTICS MS ACKNOWLEDGED. IN EARLY INS A 
HEETING BETWEEN THE UNITED STATES Affl CHINA WILL BE HELD 
TO 0I5CUSS TRADE STATISTICS TO WICH EXPERTS 09 RULES Of 
ORIGIN WILL BE INVITED. A WK3ER OF BUSINESS KABAGEXEtTT 
TRAINING SEHINAR5 «U ALSO TAXE PLACE. 

4. U.S. DEPARTMENT OF CUWERCE GENERAL COUU5IL GIUSER 
LEV SWMARI2EO BILATERAL DISCUSSIONS OH OK*EKCUL LAN. 
SHE AKNOUNCED THAT A CBWERCIAL LEGAL SEMINAR HLL BE 
HELD IN THE UNITED STATES DURING THE HEX OF DECEMBER. 
ISSUES TO BE COVERED ISCLLBE: COUNTERVAIL I«G DUTY, 
EXPORT CONTROL, ANTI-DWPING. INSURANCE. AND INVESTMENT 
REGULATIONS. LEW INDICATED THAT DURING WMIU5 GROUP 
COHSUiTATIONS THE U.S. SIDE HAD DISCUSSED REV PATENT AGO 
TRADEMARK GUIDELINES ON COMPUTER SOFTWARE AND 
BIO-TECHNOLOGIES. THE MARKET ACCESS CONCERNS OF U.S. 
PRIVATE LAV FIRMS IN CHINA MAS ALSO RAISED. IT VAS 
AGREED THAT U.S. LAV FIRMS WOULD PROVIDE TRAINING 18 
COMMERCIAL LAV TO MOFTEC OFFICIALS. LEV STATED THAT THE 
CHINESE SIDE HAD RAISED THE ISSUE OF ABOLISHING THE U.S. 
JACISON-VANIK AMENDMENT. 

5. CHINESE CO-CHAIR OF THE BUSINESS DEVELOPMENT AND 
INDUSTRIAL COOPERATION (BDIC) WORKING GROUP. LU HU. 
STATED THAT 80TH SIDES VERE HAPP* VITH THE ACHIEVEMENTS 
Of THE VORKIBG GROUP AND HAD AGREED TO A VORX PROGRAM FOR 
1996. HE STRESSED THAT "HE WORKING GROUP'S THREE NEW 
SUBGROUPS ON EHVIROfWERT, TEUCCKMUNICATIONS. AND 
PHARMACEUTICALS WILL BROADEN THE AREAS Cf COOPERATION 
VITHIN THE BDIC. LU COMMENTED THAT U.S. EXPORT CONTROLS 
ON HIGH TECHNOLOGY ECUIHfNT SALES TO CHINA SHOULD BE
